Western intelligence sources have identifiecl the place in Poland 
where Solidarity leader Lech Walesa has spent: most if not all of his 
six weeks in custody. It is the Natolin Palace, a resplendent summer 
estate once owned by the wealthy Radziwiil family but now govern- 
ment property. The palace, situated on the ^fistula River a half- 
hour drive from Warsaw, is furnished with eighteenth-century 
heirlooms— and surrounded by a high wire fence. The intelligence | 
sources say that Walesa^s wife, Danuta, and some of their six 
children have moved into the palace with hira. Polish authorities 
have never said where they are holding Walesa, except for refer- 
ences to a “villa’* or a “luxury hotel.”
